MILK  RECEIPTS  & UTILIZATION 


In  prior  year  1990.  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana 
processors  295,405,144  pounds  of  grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average 
test  of  3.52%.  They  received  a total  of  $40,815,620  or  a weighted 
average  blend  price  of  $13.82  per  hundredweight  for  all  milk  sold. 

In  the  year  1991.  licensed  Montana  producers  had  the  following: 


*NOTE:  Audit  results  from  October  1,  1991  are  under  appeal;  outcome 

could  result  in  minor  changes. 

Montana  dairy  farmers  and  Montana  producers  living  out-of-state  had  a 
total  of  19,210  dairy  animals  which  produced  an  average  of  15,443 
pounds  each.  In  addition  there  were  90  dairy  animals  owned  by 
producer-distributors . 

Based  on  figures  from  a 1991  provisional  estimate  by  the  U.S.  Census 
Bureau,  the  population  of  Montana  for  the  year  was  808,000.  The  cost 
to  consumers  for  the  Milk  Control  program  (based  on  fluid  consumption 
only)  was  $.002642  per  quart.  Converting  all  milk  products  used  by 
consumers  to  milk  equivalents  (including  cottage  cheese,  ice  cream, 
hard  cheese,  and  butter)  the  cost  of  the  program  to  consumers  was 
$.001921  per  quart. 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a total  expenditure  by  this  agency 
for  the  calendar  year  1991  of  $244,192.37. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  fluid  milk  in  Montana  using  the  above 
population  figures,  was  245.90  pounds  or  114.37  quarts.  Per  capita 
consumption  of  all  milk  products  was  338.28  pounds.
